r. Marliii, visiting tho Ititlor House 
llovpllal one day, counted twenty 
corpses laid out for burial. Dr. It. 
W. (iaiiios, wlio wa* employed for 
aoiiMi tiiiio In Forreat'a coniinand, 
Hliiles that there were lliirteen dcallis 
in Ihreo lUys at Ilelbel Kcnialo Col 
lege. "They dlid like sheep," was 
the );ni|iliir e.xpi i-ssion of a lady who 
was uiiiii'in<; ill her iittentiona. Two 
soldiers I'liiin .Suiilli Kentucky College 
called one morning at Mr. Langley 
Uell'a undertaker shop to buy ahronda 
for two dead eonii ades. Afterglvliig 
the order they left. Ueluriiing In a 
few miniiles, one of tliem aaid : 
"(Jivo ino my bundle t|ulck; lam 
very sick." 'i'hey li ft hastily. One 
dropped (lead In a few momciilH on 
Ihe sh'cel, and tho oilier died soon 
aflor leacliiiig tlio college. There 
tvero two slirouils and four corpses. 
Many fell vicliins to their own Ini- 
prudciicc. In desperation, or in llie 
dollrium of fever, they stole from 
llicir drenry hospitals or wandered 
from their picket potts, and galher- 
od and ale raw vegetablos, even green 
pmnpk!ii«^ (<> CO"! lli"ir biirning lip", 
and pcrisiied mmIiIi'IiIv. Niiinbei's 
wore taken to the eimniiy, died and 
weie buried in country grave yards. 
A few aubordlnaluonii ers and a good 
many privates wlm ilii il in the latlcr 
part of November n i i e t.eiil home 
It iseklinialcd thai m arly half Ihe 
U itsiaaipplail* died, or were aent 
hniiia ho|ielea*ly ill. Of live suldlcrs 
wIkiko graves are marki ii by lii nil 
stones, 111 llir old part of llu* ri'iiie 
tcry, tlio age of one is sixlccii, of an- 
other eighteen years.

It I* a woll-known f set that the corn 
crop of tho United States i* a very im- 
portant one, especially in tlio com 
States lying In the great Mississippi 
vnllej-. Tlio yearly corn crop of the 
sl.t eorn-produeing Slates, viz.: Indi- 
ana, Illinois, Iowa, Missouri, Kansii.s 
and Nebraska, is over ono lliousnnd 
milliona of bushel*. It is n well dem- 
onstrated fact that the yearly orop o( 
this great staple can bo iiicreaaed both 
in quanity and quality fully flfty per 
cent, without ineri.'iising the aoreago 
or cost of production. ■ 

IIow is tills dosii-ed result to bo 
brouglit about? Certainly not by' 
chance; oertalnly not by plantlii;; 
doubtful, degenerated *oed of largo, 
late varieties; certainly nut by pbinl- 
ing a larger area than cnu 1»' pinpi'i ly 

enltivnteil. It bus been il oiifliiiled 

liiiic mill !i;.';iiii tli:it it i.-^ piiur economy 
to phviit duubtfiii, ilegenerated seed be- 
causo ili* cheap. It 1* alio a xvi^U 
known tact tliat all large varieties of 
corn aro tall, and require n lonj^ and 
f.ivorablo season to nialnre. Af;niii, 
all largo viirietie.-i ofl^iii i^row burren 
atnlks. Oa Ihe ntlier liiiml. early and 
smaller varieties, especially variethjs 
of Northern growth, are more piolilie, 
every stalk pr<Mlueing at least one good 
ear. Again, Nortborn-grown corn is 
rieiier in oil and staroh, and will pro- 
(line stronger and more vigorous 
plaiil.s, lliat aro well tilled from til) to 
butt Willi grains fully ripened. 

It is a well-known fact that sood of 
Nortliorn origin ia best Nortli and 
Soutik Taking seed from North to 
South la an Improvement^ and is always 
followeil by pood resulls. On tho other 
hand, iiniiurliii;: seed from South to 
Norlli is alway.s followed by (allure. 

It never jmys to plant poor seed. 
Ono bn.slicl of good seed will properly 
plant olglit acres, five hii.tnuis forty 
aoroB. At $2 per bti.ihel. which looks 
liigli to many fanners, il would cost 
2j cents jier acre; at f ;J jier bushel .S7J 
oont* por acre; at $4 per birihel it 
wotd eost 60 oenta per aci-o. In order 
to Seed tlie same with oats of tho 
)>oorest kind It would coat much more. 
It requires twenty bushels of osts to 
properly seod eight neren of land, and 
at 25 coiits a bushel it would coj>t just 
96, and a boltiir quality of oata 
at to cents per bushel would 
cost Just |10 to seed eight 
acres, a much nioro unprolitubin crop 
than corn.
